This mine, which has‘obtained so much 
notoristy, is situated in Nagasaki Ken, and 
formerly belonged to the Public Works 
Department, At that time, however, it was 
not Froperl , developed, owing to’ the 
eimplloity of the machinery employed, Mr 
Goto Shojiro applied to:the Department: 
for permission .to rent the. mine, and the 
negotiations relative: to.this transaction 


| were concluded on the. 24th December, in 


the 7th year of Meiji,’ Upto that time the 
average product of the mine had not been 
‘over one hundred and sixty. tons por day... 
The machinery used prior to March, in 
the 6th year of Meiji, was: of such a 
primitive character that no profits could 
be dorived from’ the working, It was 
therefore resolved to do away with the old 
plant and get a new one, and in pursuance 
thereof orders were given ‘to’ the Iron 
Works at Nagasaki to furnish a new engine, 
At tho time the order was given the mine 
‘was’ atill in the. possession of the Public 
Works Department, but. before the engine 
was oe Goto: became the proprietor 
and paid fifteen thousand dollars for tho 
fresh purchase. «* eals ie a ge 
This. improved machinery: was fixed in 
its place in April, the 8th year of Meiji, 
and the result. was that though the profits 
hardly compensated for the money invested 
in tho alterations, still from three hundred 
ond: fifty to four hundred tons of coal were 
brought to the surface daily. But, just as 
the mine was. beginning to be profitable, 
an accident happened .to a portion of-the 
machinery which temporarily delayed the 
working, and for a fortnight the out-pat 
was not eo great, But the damage ‘was 
soon repaired and the-daily yiold soon be- 
came larger than it was before the mishap ; 
and by August of the same year it rose to 
betwoen five hundred and six hundred tons, 
If this prosperous state of affairs had con- 
tinued, Goto Shojiro. would haye realized a 
handsome profit from hisinvestment. But, 
unforjunately, ‘another terrible” calamity 
occurred at 7 a.m. ‘on the 4th of December, 


by an explosion of gas, which killed fifty- | 


three miners, ‘The operations were again 
interrupted for ‘a’ short time,’ but were 
regently resutaed on the former basis. In 
fanuary of the Oth year of Meiji the 
production of the mine had increased to 
from six hundred to, seven hundred tons 
per day. Goto'a success, however, was 
again doomed ‘to have » check put upon it, 
At 8 a.m. on the 16th: of Joly a serious fire 
broke out, Every exertion was ‘made to 
extinguish it, but all efforts. were fatile, 
and ultimately it was ‘resolved to let the 
sea water into. the mine, This was dono, 
and though it had the result of putting an 
end to the dames, another danger presented 
itself; as there was great. difficulty in 
stopping the flow of water, and it ssemed

_TODLEBEN AT PLEVNA. 

A correspondent of the Vossische Zeitung, 
writing from Tutchenitza on the 15th of 
December, communicates to that paper an 
account of an interesting’ conversation with 
General Todleben on tho alege of Ployna. 
‘The correspondent deseribes tho General as 
acalm, reflective-looking man, very difforent 
in appearance and manner from: the hot- 
headed'and thoughtless Russian officers by 
whom he is. surrounded, and speaking 
German fluonily. ‘When I oame. here,” 
ho anid, “I wos continually tormented by 
anxiety. lest Osman should make his sortie 
00 | s00n, 
strong enough. I waa from the beginning 
oppoted to the theory of taking his strong 

ositiona by storm. It was not [, “but 
unger, that couquered bim, though this 
wap, only rendered pousible by surrounding 
him so firmly and effestively aa was at 
length done by our trenches. Plevna 
‘teaches-the lewon that the modern system 
of defence is quite different from what 
it used to be, and possesses enormous 
advantages agaluat an asaailant, You have 
in the Vosges five or six Pleynas. In 
order to bo able to surround a natural 
ponition or an entrenched camp, and at the 
feme, time to continue to execute groat 
atrateglo plans, it is necessary for the 
arsullant to bring twice as many soldiers 
into the field. as ‘are required by the 
defending army. To take such fortified 
positions by. storm fs with modern fire-arms 
‘impossible, or, at least, inopportune.’ One 
should never require more of an officer or 
epoldier, however brave he maybe, than 
it is posalble for him to-do; but the 
demonds made upon our officers und 
soldiers in the atorming of Plevna exoveded 
the bounds of possibility.” “Even when such 
a ptrategiosl adventure succeeds, it is a 
mistake, ‘Thoughtless men may say, let 
10,000 troops fall,'so long ag-we get-the 
position ; but they do not consider that, if 
the position is lost, not. only. that. 10,000 
men fall, but 60,000 aro demoralized, . . 
My chief oare was ao to arrange matters 
that, wherever Osman might attempt a 
aoctio, a sufficient mass of troops ahould at 
once. be ‘concentrated to, oppose him, 
With thiy objoot-l had a double row of 
trenches and redoubts'made round: Plevna, 
so that, while the first was being attacked 
at’ any point, the concentration might be 
id the second.” . Tho ‘correspon- 


‘thought that Osman might under favourable 
‘circumstances have saved part of his army, 
Todleben’ replied, “No; Osman made the 
sortie, with 25,000 men, the whole force 
under his command: except ‘some 6,00) or 
6,000 reserves.. Lf he had attacked us with 
only half that. force, it might have’ been 
said that the’ cause of his defeat waa the 
numerical superiority of his enemy, Osman 
knew ‘this, and attempted o brilliant and 
daring attack with his whole army ; but 
success was hopeless, In my opinion Osman 
made o great strategical mistake in not 
attempting his sortie sooner ; and I never 
could underatand why he did not at once 
evacuate Plevna. after the capture of the 
positions at Tellche.. Evyon ao late as six 
weeks ago he would’ have. had a chance of 
saving part, {f ‘not the. whole, of his army ; 
but he let the oppértunity pass, and we 
laboured: incessantly to. close him in more 
and more firmly.
